ISRAEL  and  Jordan  took  a  large 
step  forward  on  the  road  to  peace 
yesterday,  as  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  and  King  Hussein 
signed  the  Washington  Declara¬ 
tion,  ending  the  state  of  belliger¬ 
ency  and  pledging  to  forge  eco¬ 
nomic  links  as  a  first  step  to 
normalizing  relations, 

At  a  festive  but  modest  White 
House  ceremony.  President  Bill 
Clinton,  flanked  by  Hussein  and 
Rabin,  declared  that  “the  Hash¬ 
emite  Kingdom  of  Jordan  and  the 
State  of  Israel  will  solemnly  de¬ 
clare  -  with,  the  world  as  their 
witness  -  that  they  will  end  the 
state  of  belligerency  between 
them.  ■ 

“From  this  day  forward,  they 

Sledge  to  settle  their  differences 
y  peaceful  means.”  The  crowd 
then  broke  into  sustained 
applause. 

In  a  document  they  signed  on  the 
same  table  as  the  1979  Camp  David 
Accords  and  last  year's  Israeli -Pales¬ 
tinian  Declaration  of  Principles,  the 
two  leaders  agreed  on  a  number  of 
immediate  steps  (see  box). 

In  addition,  Israel  committed  itself 
to  continued  Jordanian-funded  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Moslem  holy  sites  in 
Jerusalem,  pledging  to  take  this. into, 
account  .dining  final  status-negCHSa- 
tfans'dver  foecity.  ■' 

“We  am  on  our  way,  now,  truly, 
toward  what  is  normal  in  relations . 
between  our  peoples  and  ourselves,” 
Hussein  said  alter  signing  die  agree¬ 
ment  “What  we  are  pledged  to,  and 
what  we  are  committed  to,  is  the  end 
of  the  state  of  war  between  Israel  and 
Jordan.”

In  their  joint  declaration  issued  yes¬ 
terday,  Jordan  and  Israel  agreed: 

•  To  aim  at  a  just,  lasting  and  com¬ 
prehensive  peace  between  Israel  and 
its  neighbors  and  to  conclude  a  Jor- 
dan-Israel  peace  treaty, 

•  That  Israel  respects  Jordan’s  “spe¬ 
cial  role”  ar  Moslem  shrines  in  Jeru¬ 
salem  and  will  give  it  high  priority  in 
negotiations  on  the  city’s  permanent 
status; 

•  To  terminate  the  “state  of  belliger¬ 
ent^”  between  them; 

•  To  refrain  from  threats  of  force 
against  each  other  and  to  thwart 
terrorism; 

•  To  open  direct  telephone  links  be¬ 
tween  the  two  countries,  and  to  link 
their  electricity  grids; 

•To  open  two  new  border  crossings, 
one  at  Akaba-E3ai  and  the  other  at  a 
point  to  be  agreed  on  the  north; 

•  To  give  free  access  in  principle  to 
third-country  tourists  traveling  be¬ 
tween  Jordan  and  Israel; 

•  To  speed  up  negotiations  on  on 
international  air  corridor  between  the 
two  countries; 

•  That  their  police  forces  will  coop¬ 
erate  in  combating  crime,  especially 
drug  smuggling; 

•  To  continue  negotiations  on  future 
bilateral  economic  cooperation,  in¬ 
cluding  abolition  of  all  boycotts; 

•  That  King  Hussein  and  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  Yitzhak  Rabin  will  meet  periodi¬ 
cally  to  review  progress  in  negotia¬ 
tions.

Ion,  who  suffered  serious  wounds, 
two  with  moderate  wounds,  and  14 
tightly  wounded.

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IDF  medical  airlift  arrives  in  Goma 


EIGHT  Israel  Air  Force  C-130  cargo 
planes  landed  in  the  Zairean  provin¬ 
cial  town  of  Goma  on  the  shores  of 
Lake  Kivu  yesterday  in  one  hour  in¬ 
tervals,  unloading  tons  of  medical 
equipment  and  water. 

As  they  landed,  the  stark  contrast 
between  the  lush  green  mountainous 
surroundings  and  the  horrid  specter 
of  hundreds  of  bodies  scattered  near 
the  terminal’s  edge  became  painfully 
visible. 

The  first  plane  landed  at  approxi¬ 
mately  6  aim:  carrying  a  jeep  and 
several  tons  of  medical  equipment 
The  last  plane,  following  a  nine-hour 
flight,  landed  at  noon  local  time. 

Aid  workers  said  yesterday  they 
would  soon  begin  burning  the  bodies 
of  Rwandan  cholera  victims,  estimat¬ 
ed  at  up  to  14,000  .  six  days  into  an 
epidemic  a  UN  official  described  as 
being  out  of  control. . 

“It  is  oul  of  control,”  said  Peter 
Hansen,  United  Nations  under-secre¬ 
tary  general  for  humanitarian  affairs 
and  head  of  emergency  relief.  “We 
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don’t  have  the  capacity  on  the  ground 
to  deal  with  this.” 

Goma,  tmtfl  several  weeks  ago  a 
small  city  of  200,000  situated  on  the 
Zairean-Rwandan  eastern  border,  is 
now  besieged  by  as  many  as  750,000 
Rwandan  refugees,  mainly  from  the 
Hutu  tribe,  fleeing  ^  Ihtsie. 

But  the  strife  of  the  dvil  war  has 
been  compounded  by  foe  outbreak  of 
cholera  and  malaria— killing,  accord¬ 
ing  to  estimates,  one  person  every 
minute. 

The  streets  are  littered  with  bodies, 
mostly  of  children.  At  foe  city’s 
edges,  bodies  pfle  up  in  the  hundreds 
—but  no  one  seems  to  care,  except  the 
mothers. hugging  their  deal  with  hol¬ 
low  eyes. 

‘T  have  never  seen  anything  like 
it,”  says  OC  Medical  Corps  Brig.- 
Gen.  Dr.  Michael  Weiner,  m  charge 
of  the  IDF  medical  team. 


“Thousands  of -bodies,  poverty, 
hopelessness.  People  seeking  drink¬ 
ing  water  resort  to  drinking  tee  con¬ 
taminated  waters  of  Lake  Kjvu,”  he 
said. 

In  the  nut  several  weeks,  the  IDF 
team  will  try  to  ease  the  pain  of;  and 
possibly  save,  hundreds  of  Rwandan 
children.  'Aside  from  a  very  visible 
French  presence,  Israel  has  des¬ 
patched  the  most  sizeable  and  signifi¬ 
cant  relief  force. 

“Approximately  NIS  1  mfllion 
w osth  cu  medicine  and  approximately 
NIS 200,000  worth  of  feel  and  water 
have  been  brought  along.  We  have  15 
doctors,  sue  nurses  and  12  medics, 
and  are  equipped  to  handle  and  oper¬ 
ate  on  150  patients  at  a  time,”  said 
Weiner. 

The  entire  Israeli  delegation  con¬ 
sists  of  over  80  people,  including  a 
Givati  company  sent  to  secure  the 


field  hospital 

However,  finding  the  right  spot  to 
deploy  the  unit  was  not  easy.  Delega¬ 
tion  head  Environment  Minister 
Yossi  Sand  met  with  Zairean  Prime 
Minister  Ken  go  Wa  Dondo  and  his 
finance  minister,  who  finally  contrib¬ 
uted  a  large  house  and  field  on  Go¬ 
ma’ s  outskirts  where  the  field  hospi¬ 
tal  will  be  erected  today. 

“The  situation  here  is  chaotic  and 
uncontrollable.  The  horrors  start  as 
.  you  leave  the  airport  and  become 
unimaginable  as  you  drive  around  the 
lake,”  said  Sarid. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Sarid  called 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  at  his 
Washington  hotel  from  a  satellite 
phone  put  up  by  the  IDF  communica¬

The  president  of  the  United  States, 
King  Hussein,  the  king  of  Jordan: 
They  say  that  the  ancient  custom  of 
shaking  hands  developed  out  of  the 
need  to  prove  that  neither  person  was 
holding  a  weapon.  The  first  public 
handshake  between  his  majesty,  the 
king  of  Jordan,  and  myself  a  minute 
ago  symbolizes  much  more  than  that 
two  people  will  no  longer  [take]  up 


,■1  si" 
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arms  against  one  another. 

Honorable  Mr.  President,  Your 
Majesty,  the  King,  what  is  actually 
transpiring  here,  hundreds  of  millions 
of  people  around  the  world  shake 
bands  many  times  each  day.  It's 
perhaps  the  most  routine  action,  done 
almost  automatically,  without 
thinking,  and  it  is  actually  [a]  greeting 
of  peace  that  unites  almost  all  of  the 
peoples  of  the  world. 

And  here  the  handshake  and 
excitement,  the  many  of  the 
photographers,  the  live  broadcasts 
of  television  to  all  corners  of  the 


globe,  I  share  this  excitement  and 
know  that  at  this  moment  in 
Jerusalem  and  Amman,  perhaps  all 
over  the  Middle  East,  a  new  era  is 
dawning. 

What  I  do  wish  you.  Your  Majesty, 
(is)  that  there  will  be  another  day  of 
excitement  and  another,  and  that 
finally,  no  one  will  photograph  our 
handshakes;  it  will  have  become  pan 
of  the  routine  of  our  lives,  a  custom 
among  all  people,  the  behavior  of 
every  human  being.  And  meanwhile. 
Your  Majesty,  the  entire  state  of 
Israel  is  shaking  your  hand.

Without  euphoria  or  angst

YESTERDAY’S  dignified  White  House 
ceremony  bad  neither  the  euphoria  of  the  1979 
Egyptian  breakthrough  nor  the  angst-ridden 
drama  of  the  Israel-PLO  accord  of  last  year.  But 
the  agreement  between  Israel  and  Jordan 
appears  the  most  promising  in  forging  economic 
links  and  other  forms  of  cooperation.  . 

After  the  ceremony.  Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher  spoke  of  the  need  to  “make  possible 
the  benefits  of  a  warm  peace  even  before  peace  is 
finalized/'  A  Jordan-Israel  peace  treaty  should 
be  concluded  within  months,  he  said. 

In  announcing  the  Washington  Declaration 
ending  the  state  of  belligerency  between  the  two 
countries.  President  Bill  Clinton  ricked  off  areas 
in  which  the  two  countries  would  cooperate, 
ranging  from  border  openings  for  third-party 
tourism  to  linking  electricity  grids. 

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabiif  and  Jordan's 
King  Hussein  seemed  sanguine  as  they  charted 
future  cooperation.  Yesterday's  ceremony  was 
not  an  encounter  between  old  enemies,  but  a 
coming-out  party  for  two  leaders  have  been 
meeting  secretly  for  decades. 

The  tacit  strategic  relationship  has  been  going 
on  quietly  for  a  long  time.  It  has  included 
patrolling  borders  to  prevent  terrorist  infiltration 
and  settling  border  problems.  But  economic 
cooperation  is  something  new,  and  it  could  be  a 
valuable  peace  dividend  for  both  coun¬ 
tries. 

Not  that  such  cooperation  will  happen 
immediately.  Disputes  over  borders  and  water 
will  have  to  be  resolved  first,  and  full 
normalization  will  not  take  effect  overnight. 
Israelis  will  not  be  able  to  visit  the  Nabatean 
ruins  of  Petra  tomorrow. 

But  officials  on  both  sides  are  optimistic,  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  There  are  no  existential 


between  the  two  is  more  technical  than  visceral  in 
nature.  Jordan  has  not  fought  Israel  in  27  years 
(its  participation  in  the  1973  war  was  nominal), 
■and  the  king  has  abdicated  the  stickiest  issue  - 
the  future  of  the  territories  -  to  the  Palestinians. 
This  lack  of  emotional  baggage  also  augurs  well 
for  economic  cooperation. 

Rabin  sweetened  the  pot  yesterday,  by 
asserting  that  Israel  acknowledges  Jordan's 
continued  administration  of  Moslem  holy  sites  in 
Jerusalem,  and  said  it  wonld  take  this  into 
account  during  final  status  talks. 

Another  reason  an  Israel-Jordan  accord  may 
succeed  is  that  the  machinery  is  in  place  to  make 
cooperation  a  reality,  in  stark  contrast  to  a  deal 
with  the  PLO,  where  everything  has  to  be  built 
from  the  ground  up.  Dr.  Asher  Susser,  Jordan 
expert  and  bead  of  Tel  Aviv  University's  Dayan 
Center  for  Middle  East  Studies,  said,  “we  are 
talking  about  a  deal  between  states.  This  is 
totally  different  from  malting  a  deal  with  [PLO 
Chairman  Yasser]  Arafat." 

Israeli  and  Jordanian  officials  have  been 
quietly  dealing  with  each  other  for  years.  It  was 
striking  to  compare  the  way  aides  of  Hussein  and 
Rabin  shared  advanced  draffs  of  each  other's 
White  House  speeches  on  Sunday  to  Arafat's 
broadsiding  Rabin  by  refusing  to  sign  maps  at  the 
May  ceremony  in  Cairo. 

Rabin  struck  a  note  that  defined  Israel  in 
broader  terms  than  he  has  in  the  past.  He  drove 
home  the  point  that  the  IDFs  function  extends 
beyond  patrolling  Israel’s  borders;  that  as  a 
Jewish  state,  Israel  has  ah  obligation  to  send  a 
rescue  team  to  help  search  for  victims  in  the 
rubble  of  the  terror  attack  against  Jews  in  Buenos 
Aires.

Jordanians  jubilant  over 
Hussein-Rabin  meeting 


AMMAN-  Ufulatfon  filled  the  air 
when  televisions  broadcast  Kve 
images  of  King  Hussein  exchang¬ 
ing  warm  handshakes  and  back- 
pats  with  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  in  Washington. 

The  fervor  appeared  a  setback 
to  Moslem  fundamentalists  and 
other  peace  opponents,  who  be¬ 
lieve  Hussein  had  gone  too  far, 
too  fast  for  his  subjects. 

“Does  the  declaration  mean 
that  I  can  visit  Israel  next  month?” 
asked  Amal  Baidoun,  26,  a  kin¬ 
dergarten  teacher,  as  she  watched 
TV  at  her  luxurious  apartment  in 
an  Amman  suburb. 

“This  should  have  taken  place 
fifty  years  agp,”  said  Eid  Maijt, 
45,  a  Amman  bookshop  salesman, 
.who  also  watched  the  ceremony. 

“This  will  lead  to  security  and 
prosperity  for  us.”  he  said,  reflect¬ 
ing  a  widespread  belief  that  a  set¬ 
tlement  with  Israel  would  jump- 
start  Jordan's  stagnant  economy, 
straining  under  $6.6  billkm  in  for¬ 
eign  debt  accumulated  during  the 
1980s.' 

Saud  Zubckti,  32,  a  contractor, 
said:  “Our  King’s  comageous  de¬ 
cision  to  meet  ,  with  Rabm  is  an 
effort  that  he  should  be  thanked 
for.” 

“He  knows  best  what  is  good 
for  his  people  and  his  nation  and 
he  has  our  fob  support,”  added

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  His  Majes¬ 
ty  King  Hussein  of  the  Hashemite 
Kingdom  of  Jordan  and  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter  and  Minister  of  Defense,  Mr.  Yitz¬ 
hak  Rabin  of  Israel,  met  in  Washing¬ 
ton  today  at  the  invitation  of 
President  William  J.  Clinton  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  initia¬ 
tive  of  President  William  J.  Clinton 
constitutes  an  historic  landmark  in 
the  United  States  untiring  efforts  in 
promoting  peace  and  stability  in  die 
Middle  East  The  personal  involve¬ 
ment  of  the  president  has  made  it 
possible  to  realize  agreement  on  the 
content  of  this  historic  declaration.

“It  is  premature  to  talk  about  invit¬ 
ing  the  Palestinian  National  Council 
(PNC)  to  change  any  articles  in  the 
charter  before  a  peace  treaty  is  signed 
with  all  Arab  partners,”  Kaddoumi 
told  reporters. 

Kaddoumi,  who  played  almost  no 
part  in  the  Israeli-Palestinian  peace 
talks,  is  expected  to  meet  Egyptian 
Foreign  Minister  Amr  Moussa  and 
other  officials  “to  coordinate 
policies.” 

PLO  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat  has 
promised  to  convene  the  PNC,  proba¬ 
bly  in  Gaza,  to  consider  the  annul¬ 
ment  of  the  clanses  calling  for  Israel's 
destruction. 


Meanwhile,  Israeli  and  Palestinian 
negotiators  will  begin  three  days  of 
talks  today  on  extending  Palestinian 
self-rule  into  other  parts  of  the  admin¬ 
istered  territories. 

Israeli  Embassy  spokesman  Jacob 
Setty  said  the  Israeli  delegation  will 
again  be  led  by  Maj.-Gen.  Danny 
Rothschild,  the  coordinator  of  activi¬ 
ties  in  the  territories. 

The  negotiators  came  close  to 
agreement  last  week  on  Palestinian 
control  over  the  education  system  and 
will  now  move  on  to  discuss  the 
health  services,  an  Israeli  spokesman 
said. 

Under  the  PLO- Israel  agreements, 
the  Palestinians  are  to  gain  control 
over  education,  health,  tourism,  di¬ 
rect  taxation  and  social  affairs  in  the 
rest  of  the  territories  in  advance  of 
local  elections,  which  the  PLO  hopes 
will  take  place  by  the  end  of  October. 

“They've  made  pretty  good  pro¬ 
gress  on  education  and  they  should 
finish  this,”  said  Setty.

Rabin  was  speaking  to  reporters  at 
a  d  timer  in  his  honor  hosted  by  Am¬ 
bassador  to  the  US  Itamar 
Rabinovich. 


At  the  same  time,  Rabin  also  paid 
tribute  to  Foreign  Minister  Shimon 
Peres,  who  held  secret  talks  with  the 
king  last  November. 

“Peres  did  good  work  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  but  the  whole  thing  blew  up.  We 
had  to  start  all  over  again  in  May,  but 
this  time  I  said,  let  us  only  do  practi¬ 
cal  things.”

The  senior  official  continued, 
“The  president  told  foe  long  foat  if  he 
would  take  dramatic  steps  towards 
peace,  he  would  work  with  him  to 
both  alleviate  $650  million  in  loans 
as  well  as  help  modernize  a  down¬ 
sized  Jordanian  army.  The  president 
said  he  would  work  with  foe  king  to 
help  persuade  Congress.  The  king 
made  no  commitments,  but  this  was 
foe  key  meeting.” 

“We  thought  he  would  meet  Rabin

THE  court  system  might  become  an  independent  authority,  rather  than 
a  department  of  the  Justice  Ministry,  if  a  proposal  now  being  studied  by 
a  newly  established  public  commission  is  adopted. 

The  goal  of  the  proposal,  announced  by  the  ministry  yesterday,  is  to 
make  the  judiciary  less  dependent  on  the  government. 

At  present,  the  ministry  makes  almost  all  decisions  relating  to  the 
allocation  of  resources,  ranging  from  the  establishment  of  new  courts  to 
the  wages  of  courthouse  employees.  If  the  proposal  is  adopted,  the  court 
system  would  instead  become  an  independent  authority,  which  would 
receive  an  annual  budget  from  the  government  every  year  but  would  use 
that  budget  as  it  sees  fit. 

However,  some  decisions  would  still  be  out  of  its  bands,  according  to 
a  ministry  spokeswoman.  The  Knesset  finance  committee,  for  instance, 
would  continue  to  set  judges7  salaries. 

The  commission,  appointed  by  Justice^  Minister  David  liba'i  and 
Supreme  Court  President  Meir  Shamgar,  will  be  headed  by  Jerusalem 
District  Court  President  Vardi  Zeiler. 

In  addition  to  Civil  Service  Commissioner  Yitzhak  Galnoor,  it  will 
include  representatives  from  the  Treasury,  the  Justice  Ministry,  the 
judiciary,  the  Israel  Bar  Association,  academia  and  the  court  employee 
unions.  It  is  supposed  to  present  its  conclusions  by  the  end  of  the  year:

EARLY  yesterday  some  100  po¬ 
licemen  raided  the  Triangle  vil¬ 
lage  of  Taibe,  searching  houses 
and,  after  a  car  chase,  arresting 
one  resident  with  a  stolen  weapon 
and  a  quantity  of  heroin  and  a 
second  with  an  undisclosed  quan¬ 
tity  of  illegal  drugs. 

Drug  dealing,  shootings,  and 
other  crimes  are  getting  out  of 
control  in  Taibe,  according  to  resi¬ 
dents  and  police.  According  to 
Knesset  statistics,  18  percent  of 
the  residents  abuse  drugs. 

Following  recent  shoot-outs  in¬ 
volving  drug  dealers  and  other 
criminals,  Sharon  police  chief 
Dep.-Cmdr.  Bertie  Ohayon  has 
deployed  massive  forces  there  in 
an  attempt  to  calm  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  and  deter  future  violence. 

“We  intend  keeping  forces  in 
Taibe,”  said  Ohayon.  “We  will 
not  allow  these  acts  of  violence  to 
continue.” 

Police  met  with  Taibe  Council 
Head  Rafik  Haj  Yihye  on  Sunday 
night.  Ohayon  said  police  are  try¬ 
ing  to  involve  community  leaders 
in  their  campaign  against  drugs 
and  violence. 


However,  one  resident  said  vil¬ 
lagers  are  afraid  to  cooperate,  be¬ 
cause  drug  dealers  rule  the  streets. 

“Why  should  they  cooperate 
when  they  feel  they  are  not  safe?” 
he  said.  “They  are  afraid  for  their 
lives.  Unemployment  is  rife  here 
and  young  people  have  nothing  to 
do.  The  next  development  may  be 
groups  of  hostile  elements  who 
will  indulge  in  terrorist  activities.” 

But  Haj  Yihye  said  community 
and  dan  leaders  would  encourage 
residents  to  cooperate  with  the  po¬ 
lice  crackdown. 

“We  cannot  thoroughly  eradi¬ 
cate  problems  here,”  he  said,  “but 
we  can  definitely  reduce  them.  At 
least  we  are  doing  something 
about  our  problems  and  are  not  - 
as  in  other  places  -  trying  to  sweep 
them  under  the  carpet.” 

The  government  must  find  jobs 
for  die  unemployed  and  help  reha¬ 
bilitate  addicts  who  wish  to  kick 
the  habit,  he  added. 

Haj  Yihye  and  community  lead¬ 
ers  have  distributed  a  pamphlet 
around  the  village  urging  residents 
to  help  combat  drug  use  and  vio¬ 
lence. 


Probe  finds  gross 
by  guards  at  Abu  Kabir

POLICE  investigating  the  inci¬ 
dent  in  which  a  tecnaged  boy  was 
raped  and  abused  for  several 
hours  by  four  youths  in  a  cell  in 
the  Abu  Kabir  lock-up,  said  that 
guards  on  duty  there  were  guilty 
of  serious  negligence  and  derelic¬ 
tion  of  duty. 

The  only  guard  on  duty  at  the 
youth  wing  apparently  fell  asleep 
after  a  long  shift,  and  no  one  was 
making  periodic  checks  in  the 
youth  wing,  as  regulations  re¬ 
quire. 

The  16-year-old  youth,  from  a 
haredi  family,  was  in  Abu  Kabir 
for  the  first  time.  He  had  been 
arrested  on  suspicion  of  burglary 
and  was  placed  in  a  cell  with  four 
other  youths  who,  during  the 
night,  stubbed  cigarettes  out  on 


him,  bound  and  gagged  him,  and 
then  raped  him. 

Spt.  David  Assif,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  inquiry,  has 
recommended  that  guards 
responsible  face  disciplinary 
proceedings. 

Assif  also  recommended  that 
first-time  young  offenders  at  Abu 
Kabir  will  be  segregated  from  oth¬ 
er  detainees.  Additional  manpow¬ 
er  should  be  deployed  in  the  youth 
wing,  to  ensure  proper  monitoring 
of  conditions  there,  be  said. 

Bnt  lawyer  Yair  Ronen,  of  De¬ 
fense  for  Children  International, 
said  that  this  is  not  the  first  time  a 
detained  minor  has  been  raped, 
and  blamed  police  for  not  follow¬ 
ing  the  regulations  pertaining  to 
young  offenders.

Jerusalem  boys  train  to  kill

KACH  may  have  been  outlawed  and  its  top  leader¬ 
ship  jailed,  but  this  has  not  deterred  the  organization 
from  running  a  summer  camp  for  youth,  providing 
them  with  para-military  training  and  indoctrination. 

Organizers  gave  several  journalists  a  tour  of  the 
camp  in  Kiryat  Arba  yesterday.  The  organizers  said 
they  are  not  violating  the  law  because  they  are  oper¬ 
ating  as  “former  Kach  activists.” 

Nine  teenagers  attended  what  the  organizers  de¬ 
scribed  as  the  first  session,  which  ends  today.  Two 
other  sessions  are  planned  for  Kiryat  Arba  and  Mitz- 
peh  Yeriho  in  the  coming  weeks. 

With  no  attempt  to  hide  their  activities,  the  youths 
were  taken  through  a  series  of  military  drills  at  the 
soccer  field  in  Kiryat  Arba.  They  carried  machine 
guns,  pistols,  and  knives.  During  the  camp  the  youths 
dept  in  the  homes  of  "former”  Kadi  activists  in 
Kiryat  Arba. 

*Tve  had  enough  with  the  Arabs  always  attacking 
us,  and  we  not  responding,”  said  Mostae,  a  16-year- 
old  from  the  Shmuel  Hanavi  neighborhood  of 
Jerusalem. 

‘Tin  here  to  prepare  to  take  revenge  for  the  next 
attack,”  said  the  teenager,  who  like  the  others  wore 
yellow  T-shirts  with  “They  Won’t  Break  Us”  embla¬ 
zoned  on  the  back  and  “We  Are  All  Kahane”  on  the 
front. 

The  youths  were  also  taken  to  pray  at  the  grave  of 
Baruch  Goldstein,  who  carried  out  the  Hebron  mas¬ 
sacre  in  February.  One  of  tbe  organizers  of  the  camp, 
who  did  not  want  to  be  identified,  said  the  youths 
were  taken  to  redte  psalms  at  Goldstein’s  grave, 
because  “It  is  our  custom  to  pray  at  the  graves  of  the 


righteous.  Just  as  we  took  the  youths  to  Yishai’s 
grave,  and  to  the  Macbpela  Cave  in  Hebron,  we  also 
took  them  to  Dr.  Goldstein's  grave.  He.  too,  is 
righteous." 

A  number  of  Kach  leaders  were  jailed  and  the 
group  was  outlawed  immediately  after  the  massacre, 
as  part  of  the  government’s  crackdown  on  right-wing 
extremist  groups. 

Kach  activists,  however,  have  continued  to  oper¬ 
ate,  although  taking  care  to  identity  themselves  as 
“former  Kach  members”  in  an  effort  to  side-step  the 
ban  on  tbe  group.  Much  of  the  violence  that  has 
accompanied  some  of  tbe  anti-government  demon¬ 
strations  recently  has  allegedly  been  initiated  by 
Kadi  activists. 

Police  have  closed  the  group's  offices  in  Jerusalem, 
but  so  far  have  not  taken  action  against  other  group 
activity,  such  as  the  summer  camp. 

Police  spokesman  Eric  Bar-Chen  said  the  group 
may  have  violated  laws  by  using  a  personally  issued 
Uzi  submachine  gun  for  weapons  training.  He  said 
the  police  would  investigate. 

In  addition  to  learning  how  to  “defend  themselves 
against  knife  attacks  and  rock  throwers,"  the  youths 
received  daily  lessons  in  the  ideology  of  Kach 
founder  Rabbi  Meir  Kahane,  one  of  the  organizers 
said. 

Several  leading  activists  who  were  not  jailed,  in¬ 
cluding  Avishai  Raviv  and  Natan  Levy,  organized  the 
Kiryat  Araba  camp. 

The  youths,  who  organizers  described  as  “future 
Kach  leaders,”  were  between  the  ages  of  12  and  18, 
with  most  of  them  from  Jerusalem.

‘  “We  halted  the  flights  pending 
clearance  for  further  flights  from  the 
UNHCR,”  lieutenant  Gaelic  Glide- 
field,  spokeswoman  for  the  US  aid 
operation  based  at  Entebbe  airport, 
told  Reuters. 

“US  embassy  officials  are  meeting 
with  UNHCR  bosses  right  now  to  try 
and  get  this  authorization,”  added 
Giickfieid. 

A  spokeswoman  for  the  UN  High 
Commissioner  for  Refugees 
(UNHCR)  said  of  the  airdrops,  which 
only  started  on  Sunday: 

“They  were  a  test  ran  and  now  we 
are  assessing  that  Only  the  airdrops 
are  affected.

Entebbe  to  Goma  in  Zaire  are  pro¬ 
ceeding  normally,”  added  the 
spokeswoman.

Aziz,  President  Saddam  Hussein’s 
foreign  affairs  anchorman,  passed 
through  Jordan  on  Ins  way  bade  home 
yesterday.  He  was  not  available  for 
comment  while  in  Amman. 

The  Iraqi  and  Greek  embassies 
here  said  they  had  no  information  on 
foe  Greek  offer,  which  apparently 
came  in  return  for  Iraqi  pleas  to  Ath¬ 
ens  to  help  lift  international  sanctions 
imposed  on  Iraq  following  its  August 
1990  invasion  of  Kuwait 

Papa  do  Paulou,  a  first  secretary  at 
foe  Greek  Embassy,  said:  “I  have  no 
information  on  foe  content  of  Mi. 
Aziz’s  visit  to  Greece  and  therefore  I 
do  not  have  any  comment.” 

One  of  foe  Arab  diplomats,  speak¬ 
ing  in  exchange  for  anonymity,  said 
the  socialist  government  in  Athens 
“promised  foe  Iraqis  that  it  could 
provide  them  with  expertise  and  help 
to  rebuild  their  nation  after  foe  sanc¬ 
tions  are  lifted. 

“The  Greeks  also  promised  that 


they  would  provide  Iraq  with  sophis¬ 
ticated  construction  machinery,”  the 
diplomat  said  without  specifying  the 
nature  of  the  machinery  or  whether 
their  dispatch  to  Iraq  would  be  in 
violation  of  the  UN-imposed 
sanctions. 

According  to  foe  diplomat,  Aziz's 
visit  to  Athens  “marked  a  new  era  of 
warm  relations  between  foe  two  na¬ 
tions  and  it  might  soon  lead  to  signing 
of  bilateral  trade  and  oU  agreements 
between  foe  two  sides.” 

The  sweeping  sanctions  include  a 
blanket  embargo  on  Iraqi  exports,  in¬ 
cluding  oil,  tot  exempt  food  and 
medicine. 

However,  European  businessmen, 
with  apparent  blessing  from  their 
governments,  have  been  flocking  to 
Baghdad  and  signing  contracts  that 
will  take  effect  after  foe  sanctions  are 
lifted, 

Athens’  approach  to  Iraq  appeared 
to  be  aimed  at  ensuring  that  “it  gets  a 
pie  of  the  cake  when  it  is  baked,” 
said  a  Western  diplomat  referring  to 
expectations  that  the  sanctions 
against  Baghdad  will  be  eased  soon  if 
not  lifted  altogether. 

“The  Greeks  don’t  want  to  be  left 
behind  by  their  European  compatri¬ 
ots,”  foe  diplomat  added,  Greece  is 
known  to  have  supplied  military  uni¬ 
forms  to  Iraq  in  1992  despite  foe 
sanctions. 


7,000  bos  and  train  workers  strike  in  LA

"T  7 hSTERDAY’S  moving  ceremony  at  the 
Y  House  recalled  the  scene  there  15 
-A.  years  ago,  when  then-prime  minister  Men- 
achem  Begin  and  president  Anwar  Sadat  signed 
the  Camp  David  accords.  But  the  resemblance 
was  mostly  in  the  feet  that  an  Israeli  premier  and 
an  Arab  head  of  state  publicly  shook  bands  and 
agreed  that  the  war  between  them  was  over. 

There  were  also  significant  differences  between 
the  two  occasions.  Israel  and  Jordan  have  not  been 
at  war  for  a  long  time;  they  have  had  a  de  facto 
peace  for  two  decades.  In  feet,  in  the  years  of 
formal  peace  with  Egypt,  more  Israelis  have  been 
killed  by  Egyptians  than  as  a  result  of  incidents  on 
the  Jordanian  border.  Nor  has  the  Washington 
ceremony  marked  the  signing  of  a  peace  treaty.  It 
was  more  a  photo  opportunity  which  put  a  public 
stamp  on  an  existing  situation. 

Indeed,  the  practical  results  are  meager.  The 
borders  have  yet  to  be  demarcated,  something 
which  Jordanian  officials  say  may  take  six 
months.  Nor  was  there  an  official  announcement 
on  opening  the  borders  to  Israeli  tourists  traveling 
on  Israeli  passports,  or  on  opening  consular  of¬ 
fices  to  facilitate  movement  between  the  coun¬ 
tries.  For  now,  Jordanians  can  still  travel  to  Israel, 
while  Israeli  tourists  cannot  travel  to  Jordan. 

Nor  has  the  Jordanian  government  announced 
the  repeal  of  Nuremberg-like  laws  which  prohibit 
Jews  from  living  in  Jordan  and  make  selling  land 
to  Jews  a  capital  offense. 

Yet  the  effect  of  yesterday's  ceremony  should 
not  be  underestimated.  The  impact  on  die  Arab 
world  of  open,  warm  relations  between  an  Israeli 
premier  and  an  Arab  king,  particularly  one  who 
rules  over  a  mostly  Palestinian  people,  must  be 


immense.  The  momentum  of  peace  has  been 
given  an  extraordinary  impetus. 

The  role  of  the  United  States  in  the  happy  event 
must  be  noted  with  special  appreciation.  It  may  be 
true  that  the  Clinton  administration  needed  a 
foreign  policy  triumph  after  many  recent  disap¬ 
pointments.  And  it  is  true,  too,  that  Jordan  would 
not  have  been  ready  to  collaborate  in  this  event 
had  it  not  received  an  American  pledge  to  have  its 
debt  of  almost  $1  billion  canceled  and  its  army 
equipped  with  advanced  weaponry,  including  F- 
26s.  But  the  feet  is  that  Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher,  often  unjustly  derided  for  ineffectn- 
managed  to  pull  all  the  disparate  and  often 
conflicting  elements  of  this  agreement  together 
with  consummate  skill. 

It  must  be  hoped  that  with  his  expertise  and 
wisdom,  Christopher  will  help  Israel  extricate 
itself  from  the  morass  of  the  PIX)  orientation  into 
which  it  got  itself.  The  most  promising  clause  in 
yesterday’s  agreement  is  the  one  which  stresses 
the  special  Jordanian  role  in  Jerusalem’s  Moslem 
holy  places,  and  which  promises  to  give  special 
consideration  to  that  role*  in  negotiations  on  the 
“final  status.” 

The  Madrid  conference  convened  with  the  Pal¬ 
estinian  representatives  appearing  as  part  of  the 
Jordanian  delegation.  This  arrangement,  on  which 
the  Likud  government  insisted,  stressed  the  affini¬ 
ty  of  the  Palestinian  people  on  both  rides  of  the 
River  Jordan.  If  yesterday’s  ceremony  can  help 
Israel  move  back  to  this  orientation,  with  Jordan 
playing  the  dominant  role  in  any  "final  status” 
arrangement  between  Israelis  and  Palestinians, 
the  date  of  July  25  will  be  remembered  as  a  true 
turning  point  in  the  peace  process. 


Race  against  catastrophe 


IN  the  race  between  the  tortoise  and  the  hare, 
the  tortoise  eventually  won.  In  Rwanda,  mass 
death  is  the  hare  and  world  aid  the  tortoise. 
Even  if  the  aid  wins  in  the  end,  the  slowness  of  the 
response  to  what  may  be  the  biggest  tragedy  since 
the  Cambodian  killing  fields  is  intolerable. 

Television ,  viewers  of  the  world  have  been 
watching  in  honor  for  weeks  as  die  refugee  trickle . 
,  turned,  to.  a  flood,  and  then  a  tidal  wave.  By  the 
weekend,  if  every  aid  agency  worker  across  the 
globe  had  been  deployed  to  the  Rwanda-Zaire 
border,  each  would  have  to  supply  and  care  for 
500  people. 

The  aid  workers  on  the  ground  were  invisible  in 
the  human  torrent  of  misery.  Supplies  were  non¬ 
existent  Experts  warned  feat  within  24  hours 
cholera  would  get  a  grip  on  the  refugees.  It  did, 
and  thousands  of  humans  are  dying  like  insects. 
President  Bill  Clinton  at  last  gave  fee  lead,  as  the 
United  States  should,  and  ordered  fee  emergency 
airlift  Yet  by  yesterday  this  newspaper’s  corre¬ 
spondent  in  Goma,  Alan  Pinkas,  reported  that, 
apart  from  a  strong  French  presence,  Israel's 
medical  aid  contingent  of  eight  C-130  Hercules 
and  80  people  was  still  the  biggest  and  most 
significant  relief  force  to  have  arrived.  The  at¬ 
tempted  US  air-drop  of  food  flopped  -  "too  little, 
too  late,  and  too  far  away”  said  one  aid  worker, 
who  wondered  why  fee  US  militaiy  preferred 
spectacular  failures  to  boring  efficiency  like  using 
trucks.  It  could  be  a  metaphor  for  fee  whole 
international  relief  effort 


Meanwhile,  the  cholera  epidemic  raced  away 
under  the  laws  of  geometric  progression.  Pinkas 
reported  bodies  on  fee  binge  of  the  airport,  bodies 
of  children  piled  in  Goma  streets,  bodies  in  hun¬ 
dreds  piled  on  the  city’s  edges.  The  cholera  toll 
was  11,000  by  yesterday  morning,  and 
accelerating. 

While  the  failure  to  save  all  these  lives  will 
weigh  heavily  on  fee  world’s  conscience,  fee 
disaster  has  been  compounded  by  some  callous 
behavior  from  local  Zaireans.  Goma  Airport  offi¬ 
cials  were  demanding  $2,000  in  landing  fees  per 
relief  flight  One  official  parked  his  chair  under 
fee  wheels  of  an  early  aid  arrival  at  fee  weekend 
and  demanded  $7,000  dollars  for  permission  to 
take  off. 

A  return  home  under  safe  conduct  is  the  only 
solution  left  for  fee  refugees,  yet  border  officials 
dosed  the  frontier  wife  Rwanda  on  their  own 
initiative,  trapping  those  who  wanted  to  leave 
between  starvation,  cholera,  and  aimed  bureau¬ 
crats.  Only  when  fee  furious  Zairean  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter  Kengo  Wa  Dondo  arrived  to  berate  the  offi¬ 
cials  would  they  open  the  border. 

Israel’s  contribution  will  at  least  alleviate  some 
public  feelings  of  frustration  and  helplessness 
over  fee  carnage  in  Rwanda,  but  it  is  no  time  to 
wallow  in  national  pride.  It  is  time  to  urge  the 
bigger  and  more  important  contributors  -  and  fee 
Zaireans  -  to  get  their  act  together  at  last  By  far 
the  most  efficient  worker  in  Goma  remains  the 
grim  reaper.

THE  VERY  LAST  STRAW 


Sir,  -  In  his  article  of  July  8,  “A 
bundle  of  last  straws,"  the  eminent 
scholar  Prof.  Frail  Fackenheim  lists  a 
number  of  examples  of  this  govern¬ 
ment’s  failure  and  nondemocratic  be¬ 
havior.  At  the  end,  he  asks  a  question 
to  which  a  vast  number  of  Israelis 
would  like  an  answer  “What,  T  won¬ 
der,  will  the  very  last  straw  be?” 

Permit  me  to  suggest  that  it  can  be 
found  in  Moshe  Kotin’s  column  in  the 
same  issue  where  he  quotes  from 
Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres’s  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  fund-raising  “leaders” 
participating  in  die  Jewish  Agency 
General  Assembly:  “Peres  ‘appealed 
to  fee  charitable  sensibilities  of  fee 
audience’  by  comparing  the  standard 
of  living  of  fee  average  Israeli  with 
that  of  fee  Aihbs  in  die  administered 
areas.  He  implied  that  Israel  is  at  least 
indirectly  responsible  for  fee  Arabs’ 
plight  in  that,  as  a  result  of  our  repel¬ 
ling  Arab  aggression  in  194S  and 
1967,  many  of  them  lost  their  lands, 
homes  and  livelihoods.  We  were 
therefore  obligated  to  help  alleviate 
their  plight.”

Ambassador  to  Wash¬ 
ington  foMwar  Rabisowitz 
has  referred  to  the  peace 
rapidly  taking  shape  between  Israel 
and  Jordan  as  “the  peace  everyone 
loves  to  love." 

That  migfit  be  somewhat  exag¬ 
gerated.  But  there  is  no  question 
that  fee  formal  ermt3^  between 
Israels  *n d  Jordanians  —  and  espe¬ 
cially  the  Rabin-Hussein  summit  - 
come  across  as  imrii  more  natural 
and  congenial  than  those  between 
Israelis  and  Palestinians. 

One  reason  for  this  is  that  Jorda¬ 
nians  and  Israelis  have  been  meer- 
ing  informally  for  several  decades. 
The  two  sides  have  many  converg¬ 
ing  interests.  Then,  we  are  dealing 
wife  two  sovereign  states  feeing 
each  other  on  more  or  less  equal 
terms  -  which  isn't  the  case  with 
Israel  and  the  FLO. 

Also,  the  conflict  between  Israel 
and  Jordan  was  never  as  bitter  and 
personal  as  between  Israel  and  fee 
Palestinians,  and  fee  sediment  of 
hatred  and  suspicion  is  consequent¬ 
ly  much  shallower. 

It  would  have  been  very  nice  had 
Israel  and  Hussein  been  able  be¬ 
tween  them  to  settle  all  the  issues 
relating  to  relations  wife  Jordan, 
fee  future  of  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  Strip,  and  the  Palestmians.  It 
tried.

It  ts  in 
the  Palestinians'  interest  because 
what  they  fear  most  of  all  is  Israeli 
“economic  imperialism.’' 

King  Hussein  is  interested  in  be¬ 
fog  involved  because,  despite  his 
rfisdaforer  of  July  1988,  he  still  has 
major  interests,  especially  in  tire 
West  Bank  and  East  Jerusalem; 
and  he  has  no  interest  in  giving  up 
his  rights  over  the  Islamic  holy 
places. 

Very  soon,  three  sets  of  agree¬ 
ments  will  exist:  a  set  of  pohtical 
and  economic  agreements  between 
Israel  and  fee  Palestinians,  another 
set  between  fee  Palestinians  and 
Jordan,  and  a  third  one  between 
Israel  and  Jordan. 

Thereafter,  the  political  game 
will  involve  constant  juggling 
among  these  three  sets  of  agree¬ 
ments  -  something  resembling  the 
classical  “balance  of  power.”

]^N  Berlin  not  long  ago,  a -senior 
US  diplomat  created  quite  astir 
.by  saying  a  lot  of  things  about 
Germany  that  needed  saying. 

He  lambasted  German  society 
for  its  growing  intolerance  toward 
foreigners,  heaping  a  measure  of 
blame  on  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl 
for  foiling  to  provide  moral  leader¬ 
ship  or  take  preventive  action  to 
send  fee  right  signal  to  fee  Gentian 
public.  The  chancellor,  whose 
Christian  Democrats  have  had  to 
play  catch-up  in  public  opinion 
polls  keyed  to  national  elections  in 
October,  was  said  to  be  “not 
amused.” 

Kohl  has  plenty  of  reason  to  be 
edgy.  Hi s  periodic  pandering  to  tire 
right  on  issues  involving  foreigners 
and  international  irritation  over  xe¬ 
nophobic  vioteadg^arfe^  starting  to 
bother  even  Germans  given  to  dis¬ 
gust  with  the  political  process. 

Germans  'are  fed  up  wife  sky¬ 
rocketing  budget  deficits,  unem¬ 
ployment  at  4  million  and  a  $100 
billion-a-year  bill  for  German  uni¬ 
ty.  The  Social  Democratic  Party 
and  its  leader,  Rudolf  Sdiarping, 
still  look  as  if  they  have  a  genuine 
opportunity  to  send  Kohl  packing 
after  12  years  in  office.  For  tire  sake 
of  dispelling  tire  neo-Nazi  specters 
Kohl  finds  so  bard  to  deal  with,  let’s 
hope  they  do. 

The  pillorying  of  Germany  and 
Kohl  came  at  tbe  hands  of  Douglas 
Jones,  principal  officer  in  the  US 
embassy’s  Berlin  office  and  a  For¬ 
eign  Service  veteran  who,  because 
he  was  about  to  retire,  could  afford 
to  depart  from  fee  circuitous  lan¬ 
guage  of  diplomats. 

What  attracted  attention  was 
Jones’  skewering  ofKohl  for  having 
asserted  that  Germany  “is  not  a 
country  of  immigration.”  This  atti¬ 
tude  may  explain  why  Germany  has 
no  immigration  policy  and  noa  race- 
relations  legislation,  why  foreigners 
are  expected  to  conform  while  they 
do  the  work  Germans  don't  want  to 
do,  why  foreigners  lad:  acceptance 
or  tbe  ability  to  make  the  country 
their  own.  And  worse.

“If  I  were  a  skinhead,”  Jones 
asserted.  “I  might  feel  confirmed  in 
my  prejudices  by  hearing  that  Ger¬ 
many  is  not  a  country  of  immigra- 
tion.  That  would  signal  to  me  that 
the  nearly  7  million  foreigners  who 
live  here  legally  do  not  belong  here, 
and  that  1  am  justified  in  wanting 
them  out.  And  this  sentiment  is  not

limited  to  skinheads.” 

The  skinheads,  along  wife  swasti¬ 
kas,  Nazi  uniforms  and  Hefl  Hitler 
salutes,  can't  be  dismissed,  as  Kohl 
has  done,  as  evidence  of  a  weak 
lunatic  fringe.  These  murderous 
hooligans,  social  misfits  and  losers 
are  too  much  a  part  of  the  scene. 

ITS  TRUE  they  lack  effective  na¬ 
tional  organization  and  leadership; 
fear  numbers  are  limited  enough 
to  avoid  comparison  wife  tbe  Naas 
of  the  '20s  and  30s.  But  they  are 
the  bullyboys  and  shock  troops 
ready  to  march  if  a  leader  similar  to 
Jean-Marie  LePen  of  France 
emerges  in  Germany. 

Neither  does  it  mate  sense'  to 
generalize  from  the  skinheads  and 
neo-Nazis  to  tbe  German  people  as 
a  whole,  any  more  than  American 
society  should  be  reckoned  from 
Hell’s  Angels,  the  Aryan  Nation  or 
fee  Kn  KIux  Klan. 

Jules  Zanger,  a  visiting  Ameri¬ 
can  professor  in  Frankfurt  and  a 
specialist  on  multxculturaiism, 
paints  out  that  in  both  countries. 


these  groups  are  held  in  contempt 
by  die  majority  erf  fee  population  - 
and  in  Germany  are  outlawed  to  a 
greater  degree  than  in  fee  US. 

Whether  or  not  skinhead  ex¬ 
cesses  of  the  *90s  are  comparable  to 
Klan  outrages  of  die  '60s,  a  statistic 
cited  by  Zanger  is  disquieting.  He 
says  most  of  the  hate  cranes  in  Ger-  ‘ 
many  have  been  committed  not  by 
hardcore  skinhead  societal  drop¬ 
outs,  but  by  disaffected  middle- 
dass  teenagers  coming  out  of  de¬ 
cent  schools  and  reasonably  good 
environments. 

It's  a  common  defense  by  young 
men  arrested  for  violence  agamo 
Turks,  Yugoslavs,  Gypsies,  Jews, 
Greeks  or  Russians  to  say  simply, 
“We  were  drunk."  That  can  mean 
either  “We  wouldn't  have  done  it  if 
we  had  been  sober”  or,  worse,  “We 
wouldn’t  have  had  the  courage  to 
do  it  if  we  had  been  sober.” 

A  poll  reports  that  43  percent  of 
aD  Germans  believe  Jews  are  now 
in  great  danger  in  Germany.  Con¬ 
crete  examples  are  not  hard  to  find. 
A  synagogue  was  firebombed  in 
March  in  Luebeck,  the  first  such 
attack  on  a  Jewish  house  of  worship 
in  Germany  in  a  half-century. 

The  issues  of  German  xenopho¬ 
bia,  racism  and  antisemitism,  in  vi¬ 
olent  forms  or  otherwise,  shouldn't 
be  viewed  in  isolation.  To  one  de¬ 
gree  or  another,  all  European 
countries  are  experiencing  them. 
For  Germany,  the  danger  is  less  a 
resurgence  of  Nazism  than  a  brutal¬ 
ization  of  society. 

More  progress  must  be  made  to¬ 
ward  guaranteed  dvil  rights  for 
those  who  are  now  foreigners  in 
Germany.  Otherwise  public  atti¬ 
tudes  toward  minority  communities 
will  remain  dangerously  ambivalent 
and  tbe  world  will  tie  entitled  to 
wonder  whether  Germany  has  truly 
turned  its  back  on  fee  evil  attitudes 
and  unpulses  of  days  past.

And  believe  me,  in  15  long  tracks, 
it  doesn’t  get  any  better. 

The  Stones  are  in  their  50s  and 
60s  and  apparently  going  through 
a  phase  called  ‘loss  of  plumage" 
in  which  the  males  of  certain  spe¬ 
cies  become  very  fond  of  strutting 
whatever  stuff  they  still  have  left. 
.  These*  follows  have  been  old 
enough  to  study  Rabbala  for  more 
than  a  decade.  What  do  you  rfpnfr 
can  be  bolding  them  bade?  Could 
it  be  the  fact  that  they  are  giving 
Jhe  great  unwashed  precisely  what 
they’re  looking  for ? 

They  are  on  tour  again  this  sum¬ 
mer  as  erne  of  the  season’s  hottest 
acts.  Originally  they  were  expect¬ 
ed  to  ask  between  $40  and  $70  a 
seat.

“Well,  we  just  lolled  West¬ 
erns,”  Gamer  says  chuckling.

“He  went  that-a-way,"  Maverick 
looked  at  him  and  deadpanned. 


“And  you  know  a  shortcut, 
right?” 

In  fact.  Maverick  established 
two  seminal  things  about  Gamer. 
One  was  that  he  is  brazen  enough 
to  stand  up  to  a  studio  in  a  legal 
battle.  £Long  before  his  famous 
i?89s..§wi  agwnsi, 
successfully  sued  Warners  for  lay¬ 
ing  him  off  his  52-week  contract 
dining  a  writers’  strike.)  The  sec¬ 
ond  was  that  he  is  the  master  of 
the  wry,  bemused  everyman 
character. 

In  the  four  decades  of  his  car 
reer,  Gamer  has  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  most  enduring  and  endear¬ 
ing  actors  in  the  business,  accessi¬ 
ble  enough  for  television,  com¬ 
manding  enough  for  movies, 
unpretentious  enough  for 
commensals. 

He  has  done  things  you’ve  prob¬ 
ably  forgotten  -  The  Americaniza¬

But  it  was  television  that  Jet  him 
distinguish  himself  from  the  pack, 
first  with  his  charming  gambler- 
adventurer,  Bret  Maverick,  and 
then  later  with  the  witty,  belea¬ 
guered  private  detective,  Jim 
Rockford,  of  The  Rockford  Files. 

la  many  ways,  Rockford  was  a 
1970s  reincarnation  of  Bret 
Maverick. 

“We  kept  sticking  our  tongue  in 
our  cheek,  and  that  ruined  a  lot  of 
detective  shows,”  Gamer  says. 

“People  would  get  to  thinking,

Bret  Maverick  has  never  been 
quite  out  of  circulation,  living  on 
in  fans'  fond  memories  and  getting 
resuscitated  in  a  short-lived  1981 
series  that  Gamer  says  never 
made  him  particularly  happy. 

But  now  there’s  a  trig  screen 
rebirth  and  Gamer  is  passing  on 
the  torch  to  Mel  Gibson,  who 
(days  the  glib  gambler  in  Richard 
Donner’s  movie  Maverick ,  which 


Garner  is  in  some  ways  an  old- 
fashioned  Hollywood  story.  He 
never  made  it  through  10th  grade, 
leaving  Norman,  Oklahoma, 
where  he'd  been  a  high-school 
athlete,  for  Hollywood,  where  his 
father  had  relocated  and  was 
working  as  a  carpet  layer.

There  are  inspired  direction 
concepts,  especially  in  the  car¬ 
riage,  foe  ball  and  foe  consultation 
scenes,  as  well  as  intriguing,  slyly 
suggestive  costumes  and  a  spartan 
set  rich  in  colorful  surprises.

RARE  THOUGH  they  may  be, 
male  belly  dancers  (who  prefer  to 
be  called  oriental  dancers)  are  sot 
unknown  in  this  country. 

An  outstanding  virtuoso  was 
here  some  years  ago  as  a  partici¬ 
pant  in  an  ‘‘oriental  festival”  that 
was  included  in  an  Israel  Festival. 
An  Arab  troupe  from  Haifa,  visit¬ 
ing  Jerusalem’s  Rubin  Academy 
Dance  Department,  had  a  male 


belly  dancer  whose  expertise  sur¬ 
passed  that  of  foe  women. 

Chen  Herskowitz  is  not  foe  first 
to  enter  what  is  widely  regarded  as 
a  woman's  field.  Nevertheless,  his 
debut  at  foe  Suzanne  Della]  The¬ 
ater  last  week  was  a  novelty  -  but 
it  was  not  really  a  solo  perfor¬ 
mance,  for  foe  amazing  percus¬ 
sionist  Amir  Yakov  occupied  as 
much  of  foe  time,  if  not  more,  in 
showing  off  his  exceptional  skills. 

The  dancer  proved  himself  most 
adept  at  swinging  his  hips.  In  a 
variety  of  glittering  costumes  that 
left  him  bare  almost  to  the  crotch 
but  always  elegant,  be  seemed  less 
pliant  ij).  rotating  his  abdomen. 

This  reduced  the  limited  vocab¬ 
ulary  of  belly  dance,  but  his  shiv¬ 
ering  of  his  entire  body  was  re¬ 
markable.  His  rhythmic 
movements  were  strongly  defined 
and  his  ability  to  travel  while  con¬ 
tinuing  to  sway  thighs  and  hips, 
arms  and  hands,  was  impressive. 


Appearing  first  as  a  figure  sup¬ 
porting  a  candelabrum  of  burning 
candles,  he  later  introduced  a  veil 
and  a  stick  as  foe  more  customary 
accoutrements  of  oriental  dance. 


ONE  ADVANTAGE  of  move¬ 
ment  study  as  taught  by  Prof. 
Amos  Hetz,  following  foe  Eshkol- 
Wachmann  notation  system  and 
the  Noa  Eshkol  movement  meth¬ 
ods,  is  that  it  endows  the  perform¬ 
ers  with  an  aspect  of  grace  whatev¬ 
er  their  size,  shape,  and  costume. 

This  was  immediately  evident  at 
the  end-of-tenn  display  by  stu¬ 
dents  of  foe  Jerusalem  Rubin 
Academy  Movement-Dance  De¬ 
partment  at  Habama  in  Talpiot 
last  week. 

In  silence  or  with  metronomic 
guidance,  the  dancers  shifted 
smoothly  without  disturbing,  the 
flow  of  action,  quick  or  slow. 

At  the  beginning,  six  women 
improvised  poses  that  were  re¬ 
minders  of  Tai-Chi.  Thereafter, 
the  routines  became  increasingly 
complicated  and  mobile,  even 
where  foe  item  took  no  more  than 
a  few  seconds.

Peggy  Santigjia  Davison  doesn't 
disappoint,  sending  foe  National 
Anthem  soaring  clear  to  foe  flag 
court  in  deep  right  field. 

Few  in  foe  crowd  of  47.306  rec¬ 
ognize  her  name.  Not  so  her  big¬ 
gest  hit,  played  at  this  recent  Ori- 
oles-Yankees  game  to  help 
introduce  the  guest  singer. 

“My  boyfriend’s  back,  he's 
gonna  save  my  reputation....  If  I 
were  you,  Pd  take  a  permanent 
vacation.” 

Around  the  ballpark,  feet  are 
tapping  and  fingers  are  snapping. 

“I  haven’t  had  such  a  rush  of 
exhilaration  in  years."  says  Davi¬ 
son,  50.  In  foe  1960s,  she  was  foe 
lead  singer  for  a  group  called  foe 
Angels,  whose  “My  Boyfriend's 
Back”  is  a  frequently  heard  rock 
classic. 

When  it  was  recorded  in  1963, 
she  was  a  senior  in  high  school  - 
and  already  a  seasoned 
performer. 

In  foe  pop-music  business,  a 
mega-hit  can  surpass  the  group 
that  made  it. 

Though  still  performing  occa¬ 
sion  ally,  Davison  now  lives  a  quiet 
life  in  Owings  Mills,  Maryland, 
while  studying  for  a  second  career 
in  psychology. 

Released  in  foe  summer  of 
1963,  “Boyfriend”  shot  up  the 
charts,  reached  No.  i  in  four 
weeks  and  remained  there  for 
three  more. 

More  than  a  generation  later, 
“Boyfriend”  remains  one  of  the 
biggest  hits  on  oldies  stations 
across  the  country.  It  has  been  on 
foe  sound  tracks  of  six  feature 
films  and  a  made-for-TV  movie. 

“Everybody  knows  ‘Boyfriend,’ 
but  few  remember  who  did  it,” 
Davison  says.  “The  song  has  over¬ 
shadowed  even  us.” 

That  wasn't  so  in  the  mid-1960s, 
when  teenagers  on  two  continents 
equated  foe  song  with  three  pho¬ 
togenic  girls  who  had  bouffant 
hairdos  and  Pepsodent  smiles. 

In  foe  late  1960s,  foe  Angels 
began  to  fade.  The  group  turned 
from  stardom  to  supper  dubs  and 
studio  work,  providing  back¬ 
ground  vocals  for  Jackie  Wilson, 
Trini  Lopez  and  Lou  Christie. 

'  Davison  tried  to  adapt  to 
changes  in  foe  industry.  She  co¬ 
wrote  “Beggin’,”  a  raucous  top-20 
tune  for  the  Four  Seasons;  pet- 
formed  with  foe  Serendipity  Sing¬ 
ers,  a  folk-rock  group;  dabbled  in 
country  music  and  recorded  a  dis¬ 
co  album. 

Nowadays,  the  Angels  (now  a 
duo  of  Davison  and  Phyllis  Allbut; 
Barbara  Allbut  has  retired)  play 
the  oldies  circuit,  doing  “Boy¬ 
friend”  for  their  40-something 
fans. 

Between  gigs,  Davison  stays 
busy. 

She  is  working  toward  a  mas¬ 
ter's  degree  in  dinical  psychology 
and  is  active  in  community  work 
such  as  foe  Big  Sister  program.

SUPERVISOR  of  Monopolies 
Yoram  Turbovich  should  investigate 
whether  letting  the  hanks  sell  insur¬ 
ance  would  enable  them  to  obtain 
control  of  foe  insurance  sector,  the 
Knesset  finance  committee  decided 
yesterday. 

The  committee  also  asked  Supervi¬ 
sor  of  Banks  Ze’ev  Abeles  whether 
licenses  to  sell  insurance  could  be 
given  only  to  those  banks  who  don't 
own  insurance  companies. 

A  subcommittee  set  up  to  study  the 
issue  told  the  full  finance  committee 
yesterday  that  in  its  opinion,  letting 
banks  sell  insurance  would  be  anti¬ 
competitive  as  long  as  the  banks  play 
such  a  central  role  in  the  economy. 

Already,  the  banks  own  two  of  foe 
country’s  leading  insurance  con¬ 
glomerates  -  Lenmi  owns  Qal  and 
Hapoallm  and  Israel  Discount  Bank 


“He  [Bank  of  Israel  Governor  Ja¬ 
cob  Frenkel]  won’t  dare  raise  rates 
more  than  half  a  percentage  point," 
said  one  banker.

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Court  ruling  on  Yi’ud  draws  fire  from  MKs  Body  of  Buenos  Aires

THE  High  Court  of  Justice’s  3-2 
decision  yesterday  that  two  YTud 
MKs  cannot  serve  as  a  minister 
and  deputy  minister  bas  generated 
opposition  across  the  political 
spectrum. 

The  ruling  does  not  prevent 
Yi'ud  from  joining  the  coalition, 
but  it  does  prevent  Gonen  Segev 
from  becoming  energy  minister 
'  and  Alex  Goldfarb  from  being  ap¬ 
pointed  deputy  bousing  minister, 
as  originally  stipulated  in  the  co¬ 
alition  agreement. 

Justices  Meir  Sbamgar,  Eliezer 
Goldberg  and  Zvi  Tal  made  the 
decision,  with  Justices  Mishael 
Cheshin  and  Theodor  Orr  dissent¬ 
ing.  The  court  will  give  its  reasons 
for  the  decision  at  a  later  date. 

The  ruling  was  in  response  to  a 
petition  by  the  B’tzedek  organiza¬ 
tion  and  Tsomet  secretary-general 
Doron  Shmueli.  It  was  based  on 
an  amendment  to  the  Basic  Law: 
The  Knesset  which  states  that  an 
MK  who  leaves  his  party  cannot 
become  a  minister  or  deputy  min¬ 
ister  while  during  that  Knesset. 
The  question  was  whether  this 
sanction  also  applies  when  a  party 
splits  in  two,  as  was  the  case  the 
Yi’ud  MKs  broke  away  from  Tso¬ 
met. 

The  court  apparently  accepted 
the  petitioners'  argument  that 
since  there  are  a  number  of  other 
sanctions  listed  in  the  law  which 
specifically  say  they  do  not  apply 
to  a  party  winch  breaks  up,  the 
lack  of  any  similar  proviso  in  the 
danse  under  discussion  meant  the 
Knesset  intended  it  to  apply  to 
breakaway  factions  as  well  as 
individuals. 

However,  MKs  ranging  from 
law  committee  chairman  Dedi 
Zucker  (Meretz)  to  former  justice 
minister  Dan  Meridor  (Likud) 
said  this  was  not  the  Knesset's  in¬ 
tention  when  it  passed  the  law.  It 
will  therefore  probably  be  easy  for 
the  coalition  to  change  the  law,  as 
it  seems  likely  to  do. 

“(The  court]  gave  a  slap  in  the 
face  to  the  legislature's  inten¬ 
tion,”  complained  Michael  Eitan 
(Likud),  one  of  the  initiators  of 
the  amendment  “The  intention  of 
the  legislature  was  very  dear ... 
{The  Knesset  and  the  High  Court] 
have  readied  a  state  of  war.** 

Just  as  the  Knesset  most  take 
.the  High  Court’s  opinion  into  ac¬ 
count  when  passing  laws,  he  said.

the  court  should  take  the  Knes¬ 
set’s  intent  into  account  when  in¬ 
terpreting  them.  And  this  law  was 
meant  to  punish  individuals  who 
left  their  parties  -  not  new  fac¬ 
tions. 

‘The  Knesset  decided,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Basic  Law:  The  Knes¬ 
set.  to  recognize  Yi’ud  as  a  fac¬ 
tion  in  every  respect,”  Eitan 
said.  “This  decision  was  never 
overturned  by  the  High  Court. 
Now,  without  any  legal  basis,  the 
High  Court's  decision  has  creat¬ 
ed  a  new  status:  that  of  a  crippled 
faction,  whose  functioning  is 
restricted." 

However,  attorney  Isaiah 
Scheller,  representing  the  peti¬ 
tioners,  denied  that  the  ruling  rep¬ 
resented  an  intrusion  into  the 
Knesset's  territory.  The  question 
at  issue  was  purely  one  of  inter¬ 
preting  the  law,  he  said,  and  this  is 
the  High  Court’s  job. 


“The  High  Court  simply  adopt¬ 
ed  our  interpretation  of  the  law 
[instead  of  the  government's]."  he 
said.  “It  could  be  that  the  MKs 
didn't  intend  this  to  be  the  result” 
-  but  if  so.  the  Knesset  should 
reword  the  law  to  make  it  clearer, 
he  said. 

Tsomet's  Shmueli  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  ruling. 

T  think  the  High  Court  meted 
out  justice,  and  put  an  end  to  the 
phenomenon  of  crossing  party 
lines  for  personal  gain  in  Israeli 
political  life,”  he  said. 

Shmueli  said  he  was  not  both¬ 
ered  by  the  fact  that  Yi’ud  could 
still  put  non-MKs  in  its  ministerial 
slots,  since  the  court's  ruling  ap¬ 
plies  only  to  sitting  MKs. 

“[The  important  thing]  is  that 
the  MK  who  stole  the  votes  him¬ 
self  won’t  benefit,”  be  said.

Bill  would  keep  most  debtors  out  of  jail 


DEBTORS  may  not  be  put  in 
prisoxL  ynJess  gbey  are  able  to  pay 
toefrrfebtfriit  hive  refused  a  court 
order  to  do  so,  according  to  a  MD 
approved  yesterday  by  the  Knes¬ 
set  law  committee. 

The  tail  is  to  be  brought  to  the 
plenum  for  its  second  and  third 
readings  this  week. 

The  legislation  was  initiated  by 
the  Justice  Ministry  in  response  to 
a  High  Court  of  Justice  ruling 
which  said  debtors  could  not  be 
imprisoned  without  being  brought 
before  a  judge:  According  to  MK 
Eli  Goldschmidt  (Labor),  who 
chaired  the  subcommittee  which 
prepared  ’*  —  f v  • 

“transition  stage"  on  the  road  to 
outlawing  imprisonment  for  debt 
entirely,  as  the  rest  of  the  Western 
world  has  done.  In  the  meantime, 
he  said,  it  ensures  that  imprison¬ 
ment  for  debt  will  no  longer  be 
routine. 

The  bill  states  that  a  debtor 
can  be  put  in  prison  only  after  he 
has  been  brought  before  the  head 
of  the  execution  office  and  given

a  chance  to  explain  his  side  ofth'e 
case.  Previously,  imprisonment 
orders  could  be  issued  if  the 
debtor  failed  to  respond  to  a  no¬ 
tice  telling  him  to  pay  up.  In 
practice,  however,  the  debtors 
often  failed  to  receive  these 
notices. 

If  the  debtor  tells  the  execution 
office  that  he  can’t  pay  the  debt, 
the  office  must  investigate  this 
daim,  and  if  it  turns  outto  be  true, 
he  cannot  be  imprisoned  at  all. 
Imprisonment  will  be  an  option 
only  if  the  debtor  can  afford  to 
■  .  ;  the  dL*bi,  Kut  has  disobeyed 
a  court  order  to  do  so. 

If  a  debtor  claims  to  be  without 
means,  the  execution  office  most 
issue  an  interim  injunction  reduc¬ 
ing  his  payments  until  it  has  inves¬ 
tigated  the  claim.  To  prevent 
debtors  from  taking  advantage  of 
this,  however,  the  office  can  im¬ 
pose  a  number  of  sanctions  on  any

Radiation  victims  to  get  damages 

Immigrants  who  fell  ill  as  a  result  of  radiation 
treatments  for  ringworm  during  the  1950s  will 
be  compensated,  according  to  a  law  passed 
yesterday.  Among  other  things,  the  law 
provides  that  those  suffering  more  than  40 
percent  disability  will  receive  a  one-time 
payment  of  NIS  50,000.  Those  suffering  more 
than  75%  will  receive  NIS  100,000. 


Law  preserves  reservists’  rights 

The  Knesset  passed  into  law  a  bill  initiated  by 
Naomi  Chazan  (Meretz)  stipulating  the  IDF  must 
inform  reserve  soldiers  of  their  rights  in  writing  at 
all  times,  including  tee  amount  of  advance  notice 
before  a  call-up,  the  maximum  number  of  days 
the  reservist  must  serve,  and  the  minimum  amount 
of  time  that  must  elapse  between  one  reserve  stint 
and  another.

Some  yonng  men  and  women  aged  18-20  will 
be  entitled  to  unemployment  compensation 
despite  an  anti-poverty  law  passed  last  week 
abolishing  the  payments  for  that  age  group.  -

anyone  in  that  age  bracket  who  comes  from  a 
poor  family,  is  an  orphan,  has  been  abandoned 
by  his  family  or  is  a  former  convict  will  be 
entitled  to  the  payment.

GSS:  Far  fewer  casualties 
since  implementation  of 
Gaza/Jericho  autonomy

THE  head  of  the  General 
Security  Service  presented 
figures  yesterday  indicating  a 
drastic  drop  in  the  number  of 
intifada-related  casualties  and 
incidents  since  the 
implementation  of  autonomy  in 
Gaza  and  Jericho,  according  to 
sources  on  the  Knesset  foreign 
affairs  and  defense  committee. 

He  also  told  the  committee 
that  the  GSS  is  investigating  the 
cases  of  117  Israeli  Arab 
security  prisoners,  to  determine 
whether  their  release  can  be 
expedited. 

Eight  Israelis  have  been  killed 
in  Israel  and  the  territories 
during  the  months  of  May,  Jane 
and  July,  compared  with  28  in 
the  previous  three  months,  he 
said.  Twenty-nine  Israelis  were 
wounded  during  the  past  three 
months,  compared  with  121  in  ‘ 
the  months  of  February,  March 
and  April. 

The  number  of  Palestinians 
killed  since  the  self-rule  began 


has  dropped  from  34  to  10. 

During  the  past  three  months, 
the  number  of  violent  incidents 
in  the  Gaza  District  dropped 
from  480  to  60,  inside  the  Green 
Line  from  22  to  six,  and  in 
Jerusalem  from  98  to  33. 

Binyamin  Netanyahu  (Likud) 
reportedly  expressed  surprise  at 
the  figures  and  said  they  did  not 
tally  with  his  information. 

Ran  Cohen  (Meretz)  said  the 
statistics  were  proof  of  the 
success  of  the  Gaza/Jericho 


agreement. 

Meanwhile,  the  GSS  head 
also  told  the  committee  that 
security  officials  are  examining 
the  cases  of  Israeli  security 
prisoners  with  the  intention  of 
reducing  some  sentences.  The 
examination  includes  the  nature 
of  the  crime,  the  portion  of  the 
sentence  already  served,  and  the 
conduct  of  the  prisoner. 

He  stressed  that  no  one 
convicted  of  killing  Jews  will  be 
given  an  early  release.

LIKUD  MK  Limor  Livnat 
yesterday  accused  the 
government  and  the  Nahariya 
Municipality  of  failing  to 
adequately  care  for  a  nine-year- 
old  boy.  suffering  severe 
psychiatric  problems  following 
an  attack  in  class  last  year. 

Livnat  said  the  situation  was 
“scandalous.” 

Last  September,  classmates  of 
the  third  grade  boy  undressed 
him  and  stuck  a  pencil  up  his 
penis.  Since  then,  the  boy  has  not 
spoken,  does  not  control  his 
bowel  movements  and  requires 
24-hour-a-day  care,  said  Livnat. 
He  is  undergoing  intensive 
psychiatric  treatment,  including 
drags,  and  has  to  be  transported 
from  his  home  in  Nahariya  to  the 
Geha  Psychiatric  Hospital . 

The  incident  has  also  seriously 
disrupted  the  life  of  the  boy's 
family.  His  older  brother,  who 
cared  for  him  immediately  after 
the  attack,  is  now  undergoing 
psychological  treatment  ana  the 
family  requires  the  care  of  a 
social  worker. 

“The  treatment  of  the  family  is 
vexy  problematic,"  said  Livnat. 
*‘No  one  is  ready  to  accept 
responsibility.  They  all  say,  ‘it’s 
not  me.'  ’* 

Livnat,  speaking  before  the 
Knesset  education  committee, 
pointed  the  finger  at  the 
Education  Ministry,  the  Labor 
and  Social  Affairs  Ministry,  the 
Nahariya  Municipality  arid  the 
government  insurance  company, 
Inbal. 

She  charged  that  Inbal  refused 
to  underwrite  the  costs  of 
treatment,  care  and 
transportation  for  the  boy. 
Kupat  Holim  Clalit  agreed  to 
finance  30  '  psychiatric 
treatments,  “but  why  does  the 
family  have  to  resort  to  favors 
and  what  will  happen  after  the  30 
treatments  are  over?"  said 
Livnat. 

The  family  cannot  afford  the 
costs  of  psychological  treatment 
for  the  boy’s  brother.  Friends  of 
the  family  have  been  canvassing 
donations  to  cover  the  costs, 
Livnat  said.
